National soldiers unburied. Each. regiment buries 
itsown dead, in order to keep. as correct-a list as 
possible, and to erect monuments, giving the name, 
company, &c., 20 that their friends may be ‘uble te, 
ind them. ' On this ground, whith was covered with 
underbrush and dried leaves, the rebel. soldiers lay 
very thickly scattered. But what made it most hor- 
rible was, that fire had communicated to the leaves 
from ,the ‘bursting of #@hells, and run through the 
woods,:and the bodies were BHurmed. ina shocking 
manner. Some were burned toa crisp; many. were 
half burned ' uy; some had their clothes burnt off; 
nearly all of them had their hair and whiskers burnt, 
while others were slightly scorched. It was an awful 
sight, Probably not less than 500 unburied bodies 
were more or leas burned. 

Capt. J. W. Poitzrs, of the Fourteenth Wisconsin, 
gave me an account of an. incident that occurred 
while making a charge in which the enemy were re- 
pulsed, A wounded rebel seldier wae siting on the 
ground, leaning against a tree. As. the company 
dashed by, this poor, deluded, wounded seceshdrew a 
knife and cut his own throat from ear to ear, 

Ihave met a number of Iowa officers, whe assure
